If Turkish Arms Have Won, Why 
Is Edheni Pasha in 
Disgrace? 



Athens, April 2-1.— It is rumored that 
the Creek warships are preparing to 
make a dash through tho Dardanelles. 

London, April 24.— The last few days 
have developed a dramatic situation. 
The sudden removal of Edhem Pasha, 
the Turkish commander-in-chief in'Ma- 
eedonia, and the fact that he has been re- 
placed hyOaman Pasha, the hero of Plev- 
na, hits caused great surprise in view of 
glowing accounts which the correspond- 
ents on the field sent of Edhem Pasha's 
brilliantly conceived plan of campaign, 
which was represented as working like 
a machine, and which gave the \\ .rid 
the impression that Turkey had founti i.; 
him a second von Moltke. 

The splendid work of the Greek fleet 
in destroying the Turkish war stores is 
admitted to have considerably changed 
tho aspect of affairs. With their stores 
destroyed and railway communication 
with Saloniea cut, the Turkish army 
may soon find itself in a serious position. 
It iB stated now that Edhem Pasha is in 
disgrace; that he has had little previous 
experience in warfare, that he is a crea- 
ture of L.zet Bey, and that he fell when 
that favorite of the Sultan went down. 
It is also stated that the Sultan has 
hitherto been afraid to send his best gen- 
erals, such as Achmet, Fuadand antl 
Rescind, pashas, to the front, the latter 
being kept in the most remote provinces. 
No remarkable development, however, 
is expected in the appointment of Osman 
Pasha to command the Turkish forces 
operating against the Greeks in Thes- 
saly, as apart from the danger of swap- 
ping horses at the present critical 
juncture, Osman Pasha will he ham- 



pered by the Sultan's jealous determin- 
ations to direct the roilitarv operations 
from the Vildiz Kiosk. From Athens it 
is stated that discontent exists there at 
the fact that King George has not vet 
started for ihe front. His reserve is con- 
sidered excessive. The feeling at Athene 
agaitiBt liuasia still runs high. The 
Greek government has rejeetetl Russia's 
offer to protect the Greek orthodox in 
Turkey, Russia's eagerness to do bo hav- 
ing caused doubts as to her motives, and 
the government of Greece has now 
begged Great Britain to protect the or- 
thodox. 

Pauis, April 24.— It is stated in a des- 
patch from Constantinople this after- 
noon that Osman Pasha's plan of cam- 
paign is to recall all the Turkish forces 
in EpiruB, leaving only a strong garri- 
son at Janina, and abandon tho rest of 
the province. The Turkish army in 
KpiniB would thus he able to effect a 
junction with the Turkish army in Thes- 
saly by marching northward aronnd the 
mountains dividing the two provinces. 
Osman Pusha would eventually have the 
whole Turkish force at his disposal, and 
would be able to ileal a decisive blow.

He Flogsed and Hanged Negroes anil Is Dis- 
missed From the German Service. 

Berlin, April 24.— The indictment of 
Pr. Peters, the German-African coram is 
sioner, whose trial on charges of ill 
treating African natives has been heard 
in private before the disciplinary court 
for the German protectorate, charges 
him with arbitrarily hanging a negro boy 
in 1891 and with hanging a girl in 1S!)2. 
with unjustly making war upon Chief 
Malalia in .November, 1891, and with fur- 
nishing incorrect reports to the superior 
authorities. 

Dr. Peters protested that he waB not 
guilty, and affirmed that he believed he 
bad the power of life or death over all 
blacks on the station except those who 
were members of the German colonial 
force, lie admitted having undertaken 
extensive campaigns ngaiust his instruc- 
tions, hut he contended the Eitu- 
.. .ion was then dangerous, as 
a ;i attack on the part of the 
Waronges was feared, and lie claimed lie 
was obliged to inflict the death penalty 
in order to save German prestige when 
the station house was broken into, be- 
cause he had previously announced that 
Ihe penalty of death would be the pun- 
ishment for so doing, the question of 
sex being quite subordinate. Dr. 
Peters admitted he had flogged three 
negroes, but he denied he had executed 
his concubine for adultery, explaining 
that she was hanged for conspiracy with 
a native chief against the expedition. 

Lieuts. Pachmann and Jancke testified 
in supportof Dr. Peters. Dr. Peters was 
sentenced to-day to dismissal from the 
imperial service and to pay the costs of 
the trial. 



Ottawa, April 24. — (Special) — The 
government have made an important 
change governing admission to the Royal 
Military College, which is calculated to 
popularize that institution. Fees are 
rddnced from $200 to $100, and the term 
of tuition from four to three years. The 
c ist of tuition, including everything, 
drops from $100 to $75, bringing the in- 
stitution within the reach of people of 
moderate means.

Fifty 
per cent, of the highest graduates will 
annually receive appointments of a mili- 
tary character under the Dominion gov- 
ernment.

Turkish-Grecian War Will Change the 
Political Aspect in Europe. 

Beui.in, April 24. — The war between 
Greece and Turkey monopolizes public 
attention in Germany. The opinion is 
expressed in political and diplomatic cir- 
cles that the war will not remain localized 
very long. It is stated in government 
circles that Germany's interests Have 
already been vitally engaged and that it 
seems to be a foregone conclusion that, 
whatever is the liniil outcome of the 
present, trouble, political readjustment 
of the Oriental question will alto lead to 
a readjustment of the powers' alliances. 
The enteute between I iermany and 
Austria on one side and Russia and 
Franco on the other, it is believed will 
become much closer in the near future. 
The pour parlers between Prince Hoben- 
lohe, the imperial chancellor, and M. 
Hanotaux, the French minister of for- 
eign^affaire in Paris, while only touching 
upon the mutual attitude of (iermany 
and France in the Oriental question, 
were significant, as also is the visit of 
Emperor William to Vienna and that of 
Emperor Francis; Joseph to St. Peters- 
burg.

Each Other. 

.oxdox, April- 24.— A sudden revival 
of interest in the Transvaal is noticeable 
here. Lord Rosemead, the retiring gov- 
ernor of Cape Colony and high commis- 
sioner in British South Africa, has left 
Captuwn for England, and Cecil Rhodes 
is taking full advantage of his ahsence. 
Yesterday, in a speech replying 
to. an address welcoming him back 
to Capetown, Mr. Rhodes described his 
conflict with President Kruger, of the 
Transvaal republic, as a game of cards 
that had been quite fairly played. Mr. 
Alfred Milner, the new governor and 
British high commissioner, who sailed 
from England a few days ago, has not 
arrived in Cape Town, and there is 
consequently nobody there to watch and 
control Mr. Rhodes. The return of 
Mr. Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, to London yesterday 
from his Easter holidays and the appear- 
ance of a British squadron in Delagoa 
Bay are associated with the South 
African complications. It is thought 
here that Mr. Rhodes is prepared to re- 
sume his game of cards, playing his 
hand independently of the British gov- 
ernment.

A Good Word Also for the Way 
British Columbia Is 
Governed. 



Rosslaxd, B.C., April 10.— One of the 
first questions one asks about a new 
ruining camp in: "Where is it?" To 
answer that question as regards the 
British Columbia mining country, it can 
be said that it is principally comprised 
within what is known ns the Kootenay 
district. That is, the southeastern 
county of the province of British Colum- 
bia, extending from the summit of the 
Kocky mountains westward about one 
hundred miles along the northern boun- 
dary of. the United States, crossing the 
1'urcell mountains, and extending to 
the summit of the gold mountains on 
the west, and extending from the boun- 
dary line north nearly two hundred 
miles. This district is divided into 
thirteen mining districts, for the con- 
venience of miners in making their 
filings of claims, and in convenient re- 
cording of transfers, etc. The south- 
west corner of this district is called the 
Trail Creek mining division, and within 
its borders are the now famous towns of 
Eosaland and Trail. The former sprang 
from a mere handful of shacks two years 
ago, into an incorporated city now, with 
live or six thousand inhabitants', broad 
streets and some creditable buildings, 
including some brick blocks. 

The town, or rather the city, of Iloss- 
land, is by far the largest town in the 
Xootenay district, and is the objective 
point toward which all, or nearly all,' 
visitors in that mining district direct 
their steps. It is the business and finan- 
cial centre of the Kootenay, although it 
in by no means the only, or even the 
principal, mining division. The Slocan 
division, or, as it is more commonly 
called, "The Slocan country," lying 
about seventy-five miles farther north, 
leads in the number of shipping mines 
and amount of product, and in some 
other respects. 

One reaches the Kootenay mining coun- 
try by railroads from the south, or by 
rail and water from the north. The prin- 
cipal travel thus far has come from the 
south over the Northern Pacific from the 
east or went to Spokane (or, as it used 
to be called, Spokane Falls), and thence 
north by the Spokane Falls and North- 
ern Railway. The Canadian Pacific has 
so fully recogni/.pd the advantages of the 
southern route via the Northern Pacific 
that it is about to build a short cut ex- 
tending froui McLeod directly west, cross- 
ing the Rocky mountains through the 
Crow's Nest Pass, and entering the 
Kootenay as near the United States bor- 
der as it can. As it is now, nearly all 
the traffic from Eastern Canada, espe- 
cially from points like Toronto, Hamil- 
ton and other southern Ontario paints, 
go over the Northern Pacific via Spo- 
kane, thence north. Another reason for 
this is the fact that Spokane ia, and for 
years lias been, the real business and 
money centre, from which all the early 
mining enterprises in the Kootenay were 
carried on. Many of the leading com- 
panies were formed in Spokane, with, 
their principal ollices there. Spokane 
men tool; up tho Kootenay mining pros- 
pects long before the Canadians them- 
selves dreamed what riches they had in 
their domains. In fact, it has only been 
recently that Canadian enterprise and 
money have begun to tako hold of the 
subject at all seriously. But since last 
summer and fall, and rnoro especially 
this year, many Canadians and English- 
men are becoming interested in the 
Kootenay. 

There are at this time far more Amer- 
icans interested in these mines than 
there are Canadians ; and that condition 
ia likely to obtain for soma tune, unless 
the provincial parliament shall pass 
some hostile legislation. At present an 
American can hold title to niiningclaima 
equally with a Canadian. Citizenship is 
not requisite; but everyone must tuk.e 
out what is termed a 14 free miner's li 
cense," which costs $5, and is good for 
one year, in order to be able to hold an 
interest in any mine or mineral claim 
This, however, does not apply to a mere 
holder of shares of stock in an incorpor 
ated company. 

Railroads in the Kootenay are of re- 
cent origin. Only a few years ago the 
rivers ami lakes formed the sole means 
of transportation and travel; but with 
the discovery of the rich mines came the 
necessity fur the railroads; so that now 
one can travel almost anywhere by rail 
and steamer. There are several short 
lines of railroad now in process of con- 
struction, to open more advantageously 
the different portions of the district, for 
shipping. Much of the ore is now 
shipped across the border to smelters in 
the United States, some going to Taco- 
iini, some to Everett, some to Butte, 
Great Falls, ami some as far as Omaha. 

The ore mined in the vicinity of Ross- 
land ia what is termed a low-grade cop- 
per ore, running in value on an averaee 
of about :f.')U to flO a ton. Much, of 
course, is much lower, and some runs 
higher. The ore shipped in 1800 aver- 
aged about $35 a ton. It is found in the 
shape of iron nnd copper pyrites, sul- 
phides and arsenides, in a rebellious 
rock, composed of granite, porphyry and 
diorite. There are two or three proper- 
ties that are partially free milling; but 
even in those they are obliged to save a 
portion of the gold by concentrating and 
smelting. The ore bodies are large, 
sometimes seeming more like a great 
rock body impregnated with gold than 
like lodes or veins. The two uotea mines 
at this point are tho Le Roi, which has 
already paid $325,000 in dividends, and 
tho War Eagle, which lias paid $187,000. 
There are many shipping mines around 
Rossland, and others are being rapidly 
developed, The smelter at Trail has re- 
cently been enlarged so that its daily 
capacity is over live hundred tona. A 
new smelter is practically an assured 
thing at Northport, just across the bor- 
der in th ) state of Washington. 

The Slocan country is making great 
strides forward, and is rapidly gaining 
the reputation o£ being one of the most 
joinarkable silver-lead mining sections 
in the world. There are now over fifty 
shipping mines, and by midsummer 
them will be thirty or forty .more. The | 
urn from these Slocan mines is priuci; 



ore," containing a large percentage of 
lead, often running aa high as 75 per 
cent, or 1,500 pounds of lead to the ton 
of crude oro, and carrying from 108 to 
GOO or 000 ounces of silver per ton. There 
were 18,215 tona of ore shipped from the 
Slocan last year, yielding 2,141,088 
ounces of silver, or an average of 117 
ounces per ton, and 19,210,000 pounds of 
lead, or 52 per cent lead. These Slocan 
mines have nearly all paid from tho 
grass roots, so that their owners have 
notbeen called upon to put up any large 
sums of money to develop them. 

It is a matter of general interest to 
know something about theleading mines 
In a camp. Take the Slocou Star for in- 
stance, it has already paid its owners 
$350,000 dividends, and its stock, which 
is 60 cents per sharo at par, is quoted at 
$2.55, with none obtainable at that fig- 
ure. The Idaho has paid $152,000 divi- 
dends, the Reco $100,000, tho Cariboo 
$140,000, the Rambler $40,000, and sev- 
eral others have paid good dividends. 
The Payne is shipping 00 tons a day. 
One great advantage the Slocan has over 
the Rossland country iB the compara- 
tively small cost of mining its ores. In 
the Slocan the ore ia almost entirely 
mined through tunnels, costing from $5 to 
$8 a foot, while in Rossland it costs from 
$20 to $25 a foot. Freight rates aro a 
little higher in the Slocan at present, 
but with the further development of 
railroad connections, that Item will be 
practically equalized. The net returns 
from the Slocan ores is about an average 
of three times as much as from the Ross- 
land ores. 

The rush this year is going to be into 
the Slocan. The word "rush" is used 
advisedly, for it is no longer rumor that 
thousands of people from all through the 
Eastern portion of Canada ami the 
United States are going to visit the 
Kootenay country to inspect and invest 
in the mines. Of course there will be 
"wild-cat" schemes; but there have 
been so many warnings that it would 
seem that people would learn to be care- 
ful. It is a remarkable feature of this 
Slocan, and iu fact of the wholo Koote- 
nay country, that in almost every in- 
stance in which work has been started 
on a showing of ore it has fully justified 
further development; and it ia' stated aa 
an established fact that there has never 
been a tunnel put in one hundred feet 
which started in ore that has not de- 
veloped good paying ore iu bodies suf- 
ficient to warrant expenditure. 

While the winters are not severe, as 
the country is west of the Rockies, and 
so within the influence of tho mild 
"chinook wind," the snow falls deep, 
and lies on the ground until late in the 
spring. Prospecting cannot be begun 
until late in May, and in some sections 
until July. But the snow does not in- 
terfere with work in mines after they 
are Btarted. In fact, where the mines 
are up the aides of the mountains any 
considerable distance, the ore is got 
down much easier on the snow than on 
bare ground. Rawhiding is an expen- 
sive way to haul ore down steep trails. 
A raw cowhide will easily hold a 
ton of ore in sacks. The edges of the 
hide are then laced together and a mule 
is hitched on, and the outfit practically 
slides down hill, the ,iule doing the 
steering. Care must he exercised to 
avoid snow slides. Some portions of the 
mountain aides are particularly danger- 
ous, as there is not enough timber to hold 
the snow, and it gets started and carries 
everything before it. 

There have been many mishaps this 
winter, and several men have been 
killed. Harry Hughes waa carried a 
mile and a half in the Bluebird slide, 
and, strange to say, came out alive, 
although in such a dazed condition that 
he could not tell hia story for weeka 
afterwards. A miner was caught in the 
London Hill slide and carried down the 
mountain side with all the violence and 
speed of an avalanche, and was found 
almost suffocated, but still alive, by his 
comrades, rrho fortunately happened to 
see what they supposed to ho his glove 
sticking up through the snow, 
and which, upon examination, proved 
to have hia hand in it. He Baid 
that he could hear them talking 
for some time before they Btooped to ex- 
amine the glove. He, ofcourBe. did not 
know that his hand was sticking up 
above the snow, so did not try to move 
it; in fact, no was nearer dead than alive 
when they dug him out. At the Ibex 
mine a man named doe Gillis was caught 
in a slide which, after plunging down 
the slide, crashed through tho ice of a 
little lake, carrying him to the bottom, 
and a second slide followed in a few 
minutes, covering him up so that ho 
was beyond all hope of recovery. The 
entrance of tiie Noble Five tunnel is in 
the line of a slide, and to protect it, they 
have constructed a low, sloping snow- 
shed, which is timbered strong enough 
to carry the slide over. 

Living ia not unreasonably expensive 
in this district; in fact, considering that 
everything has to lie brought in, and 
that it is called a " tin-can country," the 
prices of board and lodging are remark- 
ably low. 

One other feature is especially worthy 
of mention, and that is tfie remarkable 
order and good government that prevail 
throughout the district. One hardly 
ever hears of a brawl or a saloon light in 
any of these towns, haw, especially 
criminal law, is Btrictly enforced without 
fear or favor. The certainly of punish- 
ment is a powerful deterrent to crime, 
and noone escapes if he deserves punish- 
ment. Strikes are not known. Each 
property-owner and employer of men 
manages his own business without the 
necessity of any interference from the 
walking delegate; and if the walking 
delegate attempts to interfere, he has to 
walk.— New York Tribune.

FAS T KOOTENAY. 

A Rush Will Be Hade to the mines This 
Spring. 

" The East Kootenay will attract more 
attention tiiis summer than any other 
section of British Columbia," said a well 
known mining man yesterday. "I look 
for more people to go there than went 
into Rossland last summer. The rush 
lias commenced even now, and hundreds 
of people are going in from Kalispell on 
the Great Northern and from Golden on 
the Canadian I'acitic, while the first 
boats up from Jennings, Mont., will be 
crowded. In fact, there are more ap- 
plications for passage than can be ac- 
commodated. It is a great country, 
and promises greater mineral resources 
than any section I have ever visited. 
In the area embraced within the 
limits of Golden, Windermere and 
Fort Steele districts there is a wonderful 
variety of mineral — coal, galena, sold 
<iuartz and placers. One lias only to 
take his choice. In nearly all of the 
streams (lowing into the upper Kootenay 
there is placer gold. In the district 
about the North Star and Sullivan group 
mines Bilver-Iead ores are found, and it 
also abounds in the section east of Moyle 
lake, while ftee milling quartz is found 
on Perry creek and on the Wild Horse. 
Farther east, on Elk river and itB 
tributaries, there are large deposits of 
coal." 

" What io the cause of this sudden 
rush to the country ?" 

" It is largely duo to the fact that con- 
struction of the Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
way is assured, and it will not be long 
before the work will commence. This 
road means much to that section. 

"There is a general belief that the 
great smelting centre of the province 
will be in Fast Kootenay, the reasons 
assigned being that its nearness to fuel 
supply will make it particularly desir- 
able for that purpose." 

"How tlo you regard the mines of 
1'erry creek V" 

"I regard them highly. The ore is 
absolutely free milling, and so far as de- 
veloped it has maintained the character- 
istics found on the surface. I will say 
this: At even $8 a ton a 100-stamp mill 
could turn out $8,200 of money daily, but 
I believe the ore will average better than 
$8. There will never c.rise a question of 
quantity, for claims are staked for a dis- 
tance of seven miles, and most of them 
on letlees of the same general character."

AN EXCELLENT RECORD. 

It will be of public interest to review 
briefly some of tUe features of tbe last 
twelve montliB in provincial politics 
Events succeed eacb other so rapidly in 
this Western country, and the public 
eye is bo centered upon the material de 
velopment of the Province that it is apt 
to lose siiiht of what has been done in the 
prosaic held of administration, and 
fail accurately to measure what is be- 
ing accomplished in the more conspicu- 
ous arena of legislation. And yet an 
honest review of the political history of 
the last twelve months cannot fail to im 
press any one, whose judgment is not 
wholly warped by partizan prejudice, 
tlrtit the Hon. Mr. Turner and his col- 
leagues richly deserve public confidence 
and support. 

The last twelve months have been un- 
precedented in the history of liritish 
Columbia. The Province haa enjoyed 
an era of remarkable mineral develop- 
ment, which has led to a great increase 
of population. Mining camps have 
eprnng up, have developed us if by magic 
into towns, and even risen to the dignity 
of cities. This has necessitated the 
issuing of thousands of miners' licenses, 
the recording of thousands of claims, the 
construction of new roads, bridges and 
school houses, the policing of new com- 
munities and the establishment of ma- 
chinery for the administration of the 
lavs over a wide extent of country, much 
of it difficult of access and all filled with 
venturesome, determined men. This 
great task has been discharged without 
friction and without scandal. Persons 
familiar with life in mining towns in the 
United States never weary of praising 
the orderly and impartial manner in 
which the laws are administered and the 
government is carried on in the newly 
opened sections of this Province. The 
provincial ministers can point back with 
pride to the record of the year in this 
respect. Ii it does not bear testimony 
to the faithful and judicious exercise of 
ministerial powers, then nothing can. 
The tirst failure of justice has yet to be 
brought to light: the first instance of 
favoritism has yet to be disclosed ; the 
first instance of negligence even has yet 
to be brought home to the government. 
We challenge successful contradiction of 
these statements. 

We submit that this excellent show- 
ing is not the result of accident. It is 
the fruit of inhts'ry and an honest el- 
fort to do what is right. Much of the 
credit for the orderly condition of the 
mining districts is due to the people 
themselves ; but the people well knew 
that the government stood ready with a 
strong hand to enforce the law and see 
that the right was done, and this knowl- 
edge has given a security to life and 
property in the mining camps of liritish 
Columbia which has never been equalled 
in the history of any such communities 
in America. We have made no claim of 
genius for the ministers, except the 
genius of hard work and honesty, and 
we think this will be conceded to them ; 
but we might go further and claim that 
there has been a high type of statesman- 
ship exhibited in the lightness yet Qrm- 
ness of thi; touch of government upon 
the mining districts. The iron hand in 
the velvet glove has been randy better 
illustrated. The orderly and secure con- 
ditions prevailing in the communities 
referred to are. a monument to the excel- 
lence of the ail ministration of provincial 
affairs under circumstances without pre- 
cedent in the history of the Province. 

The work referred to have been in ad- 
dition to the ordinary administration of 
afTairB with which previous Provincial 
ministers have been charged, but the 
additional cost to the taxpayers has 
been small and the ordinary public 
service has been in no wise neglected. 
As au example, the institution of the 
Bureau of Mines may be cited. This in- 
valuable department of the government 
haa been organized and put in successful 
operation at very small cost. While 
this great additional responsibility has 
been cast upon tho government, it has 
also had to deal with the erection of the 
parliament buildings, an important and 
troublesome piece of work, but of the 
manner in which it has been handled, 
the first adverse criticism has yet to he 
made. 

In other lines important questions 
have arisen and been handled success- 
fully, such as the determination of the 
ownership of the precious metals in the 



E. it N. railway grant, the right of tbe 
Provinco to tax the lands of the Victoria 
Lumber Company (previously decided 
adversely to the Province), and tbe 
settlement with the Dominion as to 
titles in the railway belt. The corre- 
spondence with tho Dominion govern- 
ment as to tho Songhees reserve Iuib 
required much care. In addition to 
these things the administration of tho 
criminal law, calling for the handling of 
over two hundred cases in the courts, 
has engaged the attention of the At- 
torney-General's department. 

We aBk impartial consideration for 
the record of administration, Borne of 
the salient points of which aro indicated 
above. We claim it is a record which 
only needs to be understood and appre- 
ciated to gain for tbe ministers the con- 
fidence of the large majority of tho people 
in every section of the Province. We point 
further to the fact that though the legis. 
lature has been many weeks in session, 
aud though the fullest opportunity of in- 
vestigation into every department of the 
government has been open to every 
member of the house, not a single in- 
stance of mal-administration or neglect 
has 'been brought home to the ministry. 
It is a splendid record, and we defy its 
impeachment. 

When a review of the work accom- 
plished comes to be written, ttie present 
session will be found to be the most 
notable one in the history of the Prov. 
ince. The immense volume of important 
public legislation which the government 
has passed or is prepared to lay before 
the house will hardly he appreciated un- 
til tbe laws have been published. The 
showing is monumental. We name 
some of the most important measures :

Baal-worship was, therefore, Sun- 
worship — a pure materialism, but, as 
might be naturally expected, its absolute 
lack of any principle of individual re- 
sponsibility led to its degenerating into 
grossness and sensuality. The Baal- 
worshippers achieved some of the most 
remarkable triumphs of merely material 
art that the world has ever seen. Per- 
haps it may be truthfully said that their 
work in this respect has been without a 
rival. The vast pyramids of Central 
America, the massive temples of Peru, 
the splendid architecture of Babylon, 
hear evidence to the skill of the followers 
of the Sun-god. On the other hand,

Mr. Turner has held the portfolio of fin- 
ance, and it is not too much to say that 
he has gained in that capacity the esteem 
and confidence even of his political op- 
ponents. 

We congratulate the government upon 
the excellent record which the above 
facts discloses. And we especially con- 
gratulate the Province that at this criti- 
cal period of its history its affairs have 
been in the hands of men so faithful and 
so fitted for their great responsibilities, 
and able, by the work of the present ses- 
sion, to pive its development an impetus 
that will be Celt for a generation tocome. 



BAAL. 

The (■olden Age had ended. The 
earth was wrapped in the murky gloom 
of the Ice Age — that great winter when 
snow and ice were piled upon eacli other, 
like Ossa on I Hympus, until the glaciers 
covered tho mountain-tops. Cold and j 
dismal days followed nights of pitchy 
blackness, for the sky was curtained! 
with a perennial pall of vapor. Fire was 
a sacred thing, and esteemed more 
precious than life >>r honor. So holy 
was it that we find, long after the oc- 
casion for constantly guarding iL had 
passed away, that it was deemed the 
highest honor for the daughters of 
patrician families to be chosen as priest- 
esses to keep the sacred flame ever alive 
within the temples, There came a day 
when the clouds rolled away, and to the 
wond ering eyes of the people, who had 
heard of his splendor from their fathers, 
who had in turn heard of it from theirs', 
the Bun appeared in his majesty. Elope, 
which had been as dead in the human 
heart, awakened to new life. The reign 
of the Ico King was ended; the worship 
of the Sun-god began. Such in brief is tho 
story gathered from a hundred myths. 

Whether the above gives a correct ac- 
count of the origin of Sun-worship, it 
has at least the merit of interest and 
probability. Sun-worship at a very re- 
mote age was the religion of the greater 
part, if not all, of the human race. We 
find it in India, Persia, Egypt, Phoenicia 
aud in all tho countries of Europe — in- 
cluding tho British IsIob — in America, 
and it was probably this cult, of 
lost Atlantis. Later, tho Sun be- 
came personified as Baal, and Bible 
students need not be reminded of 
the fact that for centuries there was a 
struggle in the Hebrew nation between 
the worship of (iod and that of Baal. It 
will bo remembered that the Prophet 
Elijah waged a successful contest against 



self. It remained, however, for 
Christ to put tho motive for 
human action upon the highest possible 
plane, by subordinating the material 
wholly to the spiritual, lie whosaid "God 
is a spirit, and they that worship Him 
must worship Him in spirit and in 
truth,'' described his personal condition 
by saying " The foxes have holes and 
the birds of the air have nests, but the 
Son of Man hath not where to lay His 
head.'' A more striking contrast with 
the licentious luxury of the priests of 
Baal in their temples, whose splendor 
the gnawing tooth of time has not 
wholly defaced in more than thirty cen- 
turies, cannot well he imagined. 

This necessary brief aud imperfect 
sketch may serve to cast some light upon 
what the prophets of old meant when 
they exhorted the people to turn from 
Baal and worship the only true God. 
Baal was not a rival deity to Jehovah, as 
he is often described. He was the per- 
sonification of the sun — that is, of the 
forces of nature — in which the wisdom 
of a bygone age thought "it perceived 
all the potentialities necessary for every 
manifestation of life," to quote the 
language of one of the greatest 
of modern men of science. Baalism 
accepted as proved what modern science 
has put forward as a tentative sugges- 
tion. This thought casts some light 
upon what to most persons must have 
seemed the apparently inexplicable stu- 
pidity of the men who built the pyra- 
mids, the temples of Luxor, the great 
cities of Bashan and the countless other 
monuments of prehistoric magnificence 
These men were not worshippers of the 
fantastic images which they set up : they 
placed no value upon the orgies and the 
frenzies of the priests. Such tilings did 
for the ignorant masses. The rulin 
classes were wholly materialistic. 

We get also a. suggestion of this se- 
quence of events : a Golden Age, an Ice 
Age, a Materialistic Age, and a Spiritual 
Age. There is no sharp line of demar- 
cation between the ages. We are living 
in the last named, for it cannot be suc- 
cessfully contended that the moral obli- 
gation of individuals towards each other 
is the dominant factor in our modern 
eocial organization.

PASTOR AND ASSISTANT. 

Short Sketdi of the En«tern Divines Wfio 
Will Succeed Rev. S. Cleaver. 

Two ta.'ented Eastern ministers of the 
Methodist church are at this time about 
making preparations for their departure 
for their new scene of tisefti>iiess out here 
in British Columbia. These gentlemen 
I are the Rev. J. C. Speer, of Broadway 
Methodist church,. Toronto, who has ac- 
cepted a call to the- Metropolitan Metho- 
dist church of this- city, and the Kev. 
(i-eo. F. Swinerton, Jr., of the same city, 
who is to act as assistant in the pastorate 
of Iher Pandora a venae tabernacle. 

Rev. J. U, Speer has occupied 
the Broadway ■ church pulpit in 
Toronto for the last four years, 
and during iiis pastoral charge of the 
church the membership has grown 
steadily, until now it ia said to have the 
largest Methodist congregation of any 
chinch in that city. Mr. Speer was 
born in Peterboro county in 1854 and 
began his education in the public schools 
of Ontario. At the ago of 15 he began 
bis studies for the ministry as the re- 
sult of the special services then being 
conducted by Rev. N. S. Bisrwash. His 
first sphere of labor was- Manitoulin 
Island and covered an area of 50 iiK'!«e 
by o'O, having fifteen preaching appoint- 
ments. Two years were also passed 
by Mr. Speer in Montreal, where 
he took the S. T. L. course at the Wes- 
ltyan Theological college under Kev. Dr. 
Douglas, as well as a special course at 
McGill University. In 1885 Manitoulin 
was again the fiald of Mr. Speers' labors, 
where he remained two years, having in 
the meantime married Misa- Harriet 
Robinson, youngest daughter of Mr. 
Samuel Robinson, of Burgoyne, Bruce 
county. 

As a lecturer of ability the reverend 
gentleman has earned an acknowledged 
reputation, which in addition to having 
won distinction as a minister, will in a 
measure enable him to replace the loss- 
which the Metropolitan will experience 
when the pastor, the Rev. Solomon 
Cleaver, takes leave of his present charge. 

Last year Mr. Speers was elected chair- 
man of the centra) district, and is the 
youngest man ever elected to that posi- 
tion ; he is also vice-president of the City- 
Ministerial Association of Toronto. 

Of Mr. Speer's prospective assistant, 
it may be said that he is a young men oi 
commanding presence and unusually 
gifted as a pulpit and platform speaker. 
He was born, in Georgetown, British 
Guiana, his father, Rev, Ceo. F. Swiner- 
ton, sr., being a Wesleyan Methodist 
minister and a missionary in that coun- 
try. While still in his infancy Mr. 
Swinerton and his parents returned to 
England, where, residing in a Methodist 
minister's home, he was trained in all 
the experiences of the itinerant system . 
After receiving an education at the col- 
lege for Methodist ministers' sons, 
Woodhouse Grove school and Kings- 
wood school, religious work in connection 
with the church as a local preacher was 
takeu up by Mr. Swineit >a while still 
in his teens. Regular appointments 
were allotted to the subject of this 
sketch so soon as he had passed the 
necessary examinations, and Yorkshiie 
was the scene of his labors for about two 
years. Mr. Swinerton came to Canada 
in 1890, and shortly afterwards he oc- 
cupied an Ontario circuit, near Wood- 
stock, removing to Third church, St. 
Catharines, and Fonthill, at each 
of which places one year was spent. 
October, 185)3, witnessed his entry upon 
his arts and divinity course, and he has 
pursued for the four years last past arts 
studies in the honor courses of political 
science and philosophy, as well as com- 
pleting the llieological requirements of 
the conference for ordination. During 
this time it has been Mr. Swinerton's 
habit lo supplv at various limes pulpits 
in different churches in Torooto and the

Ottawa Government Will Appoint an Ofti- 
cer to Represent 13. C :it Lou- 
don in J une. 

Lieut. -Gol. Gregory has been advised 
that the government will appoint one olli- 
cer from the Fifth Regiment to represent 
Britieh Columbia on the Diamond 
Jubilee regimental stall". 

Vice Admiral H. F. Stephenson, C.B., 
will relievo Vice Admiral Lord Walter 
Kerr, K.U.li., in command of the Chan- 
nel squadron, on the Ulth of May.

The Broad Arrow of April ■! says: 
" Canadian participation in more direct 
form in imperial defence is rapidly as- 
suming definite shape. An arrangement, 
it ih said, has now been made by which 
a company of the Koynl Regiment of 
Canadian Infantry will exchange duties 
(or sis months al a time with a com- 
pany of the Imperial Regular Regiment 
which is quartered at Halifax, Xuva 
Scotia. This is a step in the right di- 
rection, and will, it is to be hoped, prove 
to be another link in the mutual chain 
« Inch hinds Canada to the mother coun- 
try. It may also help to solve the prob- 
lem of the pest nation of the old 100th 
Regiment to its native soil. The fact 
that Halifax is still an imperial garrison 
may still further simplify the problem.

TO THE RESCUE! 

A Woman Champion Rushes to Defend the 
Feminine Demand. 

To the Editor: — In reply to an ar- 
ticle, published in your issue of to-day, 
by J. S. H,, permit me to correct sev- 
eral pointB which are misleading. The 
writer evidently does not give the two 
thousand women who have petitioned 
the legislative assembly for the parlia 
mentary franchise the credit of having 
been controlled by any nobler motive 
than "a fad." It is true that woman 
has peculiar duties given to her by na- 
ture and the conditions of life, viz., the 
care of home and children. To a true 
woman nothing can come before this, 
and it is of vital importance to her that 
the best legislators bo elected, that 
the best laws be enacted for the protec- 
tion of this home and these children. It 
is feared by the writer of the article 
mat should women be enfranchised it 
will be the occasion of diBcord and j( g . 
ruption in the home, as well as >cS ttet ,. 
lect. In reply permit me to . <JJV tne 
interest which touches Ionian most 
closely next to home tg j ler re iigi orii a!K i 
yet who would Bay that, she should have 
no voice r M X interest in spiritual 
matters b^cauPe she and lrer husband 
may ag'ee tc differ on theological ■ques- 
tions, then why on political questions? 
A.gain i'„ is said that if women became 
enfranchised she may become leas gentle 
and refined, but neither casting her 
ballot nor gaining greater intelligence 
upon political' questions couid possibly 
have tiiis result. As- electior.a are con- 
ducted at this day it is no more demoral- 
izing to women to cast r ballot at the 
provincial election than utthe municipal 
elections, which t'he now does. In "New 
Zealand, New South Wales ar.d in 
several states of the United States 'these, 
with many otlnrr arguments against the 
enfranchisement of women, have beeu 
proved untrue. Nearly all in these 
countries admit, even thosu who were 
opposed to the passing of the measure, 
that the introduction of women into 
politics has proved beneficial. In this 
province the franchise has been given to 
male foreigners wfeo reside hero long 
enough to become naturalized, though 
perhaps tfcey can neither read nor write 
ner sper.k one word of English, 
and yet the mothers, the v ives, the bib- 
•tera of our most intelligent citizens 
•children -of our own Empire are consid- 
ered either unworthy or incapable to 
exercise this privilege and are placed 
side by side with felons, Chinamen and 
idiots. Is it fair? Is this juBt? 

J. S. H. next says that it is feminine 
for tlrr. women to petition lor the fran- 
chise 'because rit is the Diamond Jubilee. 
Is it feminine to ask for the extension of 
the hospitals because it is the Diamond 
Jubilee of our Queen, or fora monument 
to Iis:rns? I trow not. And eo the wo- 
men plead on behalf of their enfranchiee- 
meot, the wonderfully wise and benefi- 
cent reign of jur gracious Queen Victoria, 
a reign surpassing thatcf any other sover- 
eign in the British empire in commer 
ciai piosperity, in theextenaion of poli- 
tical privileges and the moral and intel- 
lectual improvement of her subjects 
When we compare the growth and pros- 
perity during the last -60 years of little 
Hcnover, whose salic law allowed only a 
male sovereign to roign over her, with 
the growth and prosperity of Great. Brit- 
ain, we" are glad that our empire has not 
been trammelled by such a restriction 
during all these years, and that Queen 
Victoria was allowed to ascend the Brit 
ish throne in 1837. Her Majesty's sub 
jacts are thiB year vieing with each other 
in establishing some lasting eommemor 
ation of the Diamond Jubilee of our sov- 
ereign's reign. We are anxious that 
British Columbia shall, if possible, excel 
the rest, of Her Majesty's domains in 
this effort. What' greater compliment, 
we ask, what more generous apprecia 
tion could this legislative assembly, as 
the representatives of this province 
show of the value and high estimation 
placed by them upon the wonderful 
work and prosperous reign of this re 
markable good and womanly Queen, 
than by giving to her own sex the 
privilege of the franchise showing that 
by her public and private life she lias so 
convinced them of the capability 
woman without neglecting home 
children to understand and appreciate 
the. political questions which are of in 
terest and importance to her country 
In honor to her as a woman, in honor to 
her as their Queen, take from her sex, 
from the women of this province the 
stigma which has been so long upon 
them and allow them the right to go 
with their husbands and brothers to the 
polls and cast their ballot. Let this 
legislature be honored, and let it so 
honor this province that it shall be the 
liretof the province? of the Dominion to 
shake off the chains of prejudice and 
time, and say by their legislation what- 
ever the women of the n si of Canada 
rxny be, the uomen of Itritish Columbia 
nre sufficiently intelligent and capable, 
and ought lu be allowed lo UHe the 
franchise.

POSTAL CONGRESS. 

Changes That Germany Will Propose <« the 
Washington Conference. 

Bekm.v, April 24.— The principal in- 
novention which Germany will propose 
at the international postal congress in 
Washington will be the raising of the 
letter weight from lifteeu to twenty 
grammes. This is supported by France 
and Belgium, they being the two 
main transit countries who would 
loso largely thereby, as tbe fees 
would not be released within 
the increased weight and increased 
work, in fact Germany proposes to re- 
mit entirely the transit fees hitherto 
paid to those countries. On the other 
hand the proposals to raise postal money 
orders up to a thousand francs ($200) 
and to reduce the fees therefor, as well 
as to increase postal packages to five 
kilos, are looked upon as certain to bo 
accepted.
